least three movies.

a 13-year-old who has given police an 
affidavit describing activities in the 
apartment. 

Lundy t a bearded and reserved 
bachelor who Uved alone in the apart- 
ment at 9505. Royal Lane, ha* been , 
scoutmaster of Troop 456 of the Boy 
Scouts* Dallas North Trails district for 
the oast, {our years and was assistant 
scoutmaster of the troop for three 
years prior to that 

Tom Scott, chairman of a parents' 
committee that supervises the 21* 
member troop sponsored by the PTA 
at Skyview Elementary School, said 
Wednesday no one Involved in the 
scout troop was aware of Lundy's al- 
leged activities. 

"The total reaction of the troop, the 
boys and the parents was complete 
and total surprise/* Scott said. "He 
was a very qualified Scoutmaster 



from the standpoint of skills and was 
very good with the boys in the area of 
training.** 

1 Scott arid the parent , committee 
voted Wednesday to remove Lundy, 
from hJb semi trhaster post because of 
hl» arrrsV and he safcf parents of the 
scouts have discussed the matter with 
tbem. and are. convmeed that none of 
the troop members was Involved hi 
any sexual actMty with Lundy. 

Scott said Lundy, whom he de-= 
scribed a* **a career scouter," contact- 
ed the troop when he moved to the 
Royal Lane-AJbrams area seven years 
ago and said he wanted to help out 
because he had been involved with 
scout troops everywhere else he had 
lived, including when he was sta- 
tioned in Guam while in the military. 

Dallas Police vice squad U RUT 1 
Walt said police db not know bow the 
you thai in the pornographic produc- 
tions were contacted. He said the. 
films apparently were done only for^ 
private use and were not being mar- 
keted or sold. 

Asked if police believe the scout 
troop might have bee* a connection^ 
Walt said; "We don't know.** 

Police first began looking into 
Lund y*s activi ties two weeks ago 
when two youths told a juvenile offi- 
cer, they had been invited to Lundy's 
apartment to watch soft-core porno- 
graphic films — the type solcj in adult 
bookstores. 

After his arrest, Lundy was 
charged with a misdemeanor of dis- 
playing pornographic material to mi- 
nors and with the felony crime of 
sexual performance by a child. He 
was released on $10,000 bond. 

Walt said the pornographic materi- 
al* ''thousands of pictures," seems to 
feature the same youths again and
